The State o( Kentucky amended 
its Constitution last fall tor the 
purpose of improving the public 
roads. It is atfficult to amend tbe 
constitution of this, or any other 
State, as the records of elections 
aniDly proves There must be 
shown a good cause for a change 
before the people will vote to re- 
form the organic law. The recent 
vote, ou the Bosworth-Wyatt 
amendment meant that the voters 
realized the necessity of taking 
measures to improve the roads. 
Tint vote was cast thought fullv 
and after tbe questiou had beet 
much mooted in by the press and 
the public. The passage of the 
amendment recorded the fact that 
the voice of the people was raised 
in protest against existing condi 
tions, and in behalf of a remedy. 
This legislature ought to adopt 
laws to take advantage of ihe Con- 
stitutional Amendment. This 
much is expected ot the legislature' 
. "by the State. 

There is a good deal of talk 
about tbe probability of graft in 
road buildiug and this is put for- 
ward in some quarters as an argil- 
-i iueut against tbis or that plan ol 
'road buildiug We have in the 
■->, public service to-day a General As- 
••sembly marked by a high average 
of -ability. It is absurd to say tha' 

■ -such a body cannot piss road laws 
that will bring about tbe desired 
end without permitting tbe threat- 
' ' ened— or imagined evil. Due de, 
!ibe r ation upon the bill, or bills, 
submitted should, of course, pre- 
cede the favorable reporting of any 
bill, but tbe matter should not lie 
• passed over upon the ground there 
are suspicions that roads construe 
tion might not be free from graft. 

There isn’ t much graft in Ken- 
tucky when one gets down to bed 
rock, and there is a great need of 
road construction. As to whai 
law would best fit the needs of tbe 
State and ofcoonties and comrauni 
ties there may be differences of 
opinion. That we must have bet- 
ter Yoads will be agreed by every 
- oiie who has given intelligent con- 
sideration to the question. And 
, . now rts the time to tackle the prob- 
lem from a legislative standpoint. 
.^Tbe News hopes that good roads 
legislation will bg-'one of the bene- 
fits accruing to Kentucky from the 
sitting of this General Assembly. — 
Frankfort News.
